2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 21-42 
(renumbered as claims 1-22) are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior 
art whether taken singularly or in combination, especially when these limitations are considered 
within the specific combination claimed, to teach: a dynamic random access memory device 
comprising: a refresh counter, among others as claimed in independent claims 30, 37, generating 
a minimized selectable row address frequency to converse power consumed by the memory 
device while sufficient enough to refresh the rows of the memory cells. Method for operating 
the memory device comprising step of selecting a refresh frequency that is minimized to 
conserve power consumed by the memory device while sufficient enough to refresh the rows of 
the memory cells, and among others as claimed in independent claim 21.
